Stage setting: ft. table covered sheets was 
the center back. stained glass window, 
feet, was the table. The window was 
lighted from the back. 

The window frame was made wood, sec- 
tions, the center section being somewhat larg- 
er. The window was worked out project 
design the high school art classes. The wood- 
frame was covered waxed cloth such 
used for screening chicken houses. The colored 
panes were painted with tempera. The tem- 
pera wouldn’t adhere the waxed surface so, 
soap chips were added the tempera and 
covered very nicely. The tempera colors were 
painted the back side the window and the 
design then outlined with black enamel the 
front side the cloth. The wooden frame was 
also painted black. 

The choir rails were made wooden frame 
over which sign cloth was tacked. simple 
stencil design was worked out and sprayed 
with flit gun and violet tempera. The choir 
rails served cover the feet the chorus and 
framed stage for the tableaus. 

The chorus was seated either side the 
center window, leaving the front center the 
stage open for the tableaus. The tableaus are 
formed down center front, the window forming 


background for them. The choir rail either 
side separated the chorus from the tableaus. 


Properties: The Herald Angel’s trumpet was 


long, slender roll cardboard, painted gold. 
Shepherd’s crooks Walking canes wired 
longer stick and then wrapped with brown 
crepe paper. 

The stand for elevating parts the tableau was 
borrowed from the Home Ec. Department and 
was about in. high and in. square. 

Silk robes were used for the kings and burlap 
for the shepherds. 

Angel wings covered wire was used shape 
the wings. This was then covered with white 
crepe paper cut resemble feathers and 
pasted on, graduated layers. 

The wooden candlelabra was borrowed from the 
local florist. 

The slide projector served spotlight for the 
tableaus. 


Characters: The chorus may consist any num-

THIS time, boys and girls, 
shall tell you about ants. There 
are more ants, said, than any 
other one kind insect unless 
microbes those tiny things 
cannot see with the naked eye 
and have look through micro- 
scope get see them. This 
ant insect most interesting 
because some are very tiny and 
seemingly kind and courteous 
their fellow workers, yet there are 
other kinds vicious and unscrup- 
ulous one canimagine. Such kinds 
wage war against other tribes, steal 
their larva, sting and bite the work- 
ers death carry them off 
slaves and destroy their homes.

longer needs her wings after her 
nuptial flight. 

Some ants live tunnels the 
ground, some dead wood, others 
make nest leaves. The kind 
that make nest leaves cause 
their larva spin their thread, 
which was meant for their cocoon, 
and with fasten together the 
leaves for the colony’s nest. 

Ants vary color. Some are 
black, some are red and some are 
they are black, 
red yellow, one thing they have 
common, and that 
They lick and scrape their bodies 
until they simp!y glisten. You see 
boys and girls, these insects live 
such dark places that were they not 
absolutely clean, they would soon all 
become sick and die. 

Some kinds ants are really 
farmers. They gather leaves and 
put them great padded piles and 
then they plant kind fungus 
the pile leaves. When this fungus 
grows abundantly the ants then help 
themselves when hungry. Another 
kind ant gathers sort honey 
from oak galls and this they store, 
certain their group that serve 
living kegs honey. Such ants 
give this back the colony when 
needed. Again, some ants really 
have cows that they tend most care- 
fully they will give the worker 
ants honey dew.

No, they 
are miserable little aphis. The ants

Some 
ants love sugar and are great pest 
housewives, since they can get 
into the pantry and then into the 
sugar bowl through 
crack. This kind ant loves 
boats and get plenty food from 
the larder there. Not only they 
get good food, but they get travel 
over many seas. course, boys 
and girls, these ants not know 
you and would, what sight-seeing 
trips they on. They only know 
they get plenty food the ship. 
you see how fine that Nature 
made boys and girls you, who can 
think and appreciate all see 
this beautiful world. 

the tropical jungles kind 
ant lives that has ant generals 
keep the hordes line when they 
travel through the jungle. These 
big, sharp-jawed fellows stand the 
side the marching line ready 
bite ant that gets out line.
